WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—After 
considering for more than a’ week the 
20-odd bids submitted for work on the 
new Atlanta federal building, the 
treasury department today awarded 
the ‘contract to the Great Lakes Con- 
struction Corporation, of Chicago, 
whose bid of $1,534,321 was low. 

_ The contract calls for the use of 
Indiana limestone instead of Georgia 
marble, which had been _ strongly 
urged upon the department by mem- 
bers of the Georgia congressional 

p and varjous business and civic 
eaders of the state. 

In announcing the award, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Ferry K. 
Heath, in charge of department's end 
of the federal building program, called 
monatot a Marri, ot Georsin. te 
explain to him why the 
ae ‘ unable:-to. use..marhle, cel 
cause of the saving possible in the 
price of limestone over marble, treas-. 
uty officials, he said, felt they would 
he subjected to severe criticism _ if- 
they awarded a contract for the more 
expensive material. 

e difference in the cost of the 
two materials is approximately $150,- 
p00, the same company having pre 
sented a low bid based on marble of 
1,684,861, As. Mr. Heath explained 
t, the department would be able to 
use this additional sum now saved in 
erecting handsome buildings in two or 
three of the smaller cities of the 
country. 

Under the terms of the contract 
awarded today, the Chicago compan 
is given 550 calendar days in whic 
to complete the new building, which 
wil) house general activities of the fed- 
eral government in Atlanta. Work 
is now being completed on the foun- 
dation and tunnel and as soon as this 
is sufficiently cleared, operations on 
the main structure will start. Sena- 
tor Harris has urged that the work 
he started immediately in order to pro- 
vide employment for building trades- 
men of Atlanta. 

Failure of the department to agree 
on. marble for the building comes as 
a disappointment to members of the 
Georgia delegation who have inter- 
ested themselves in the matter. Repre- 
sentative Robert Ramspeck and prac- 
tically every. member of the Georgia 
group has urged the treasury to award 
the marble contract. Senator Harris 
was at the department no later than 
this morning making a final appeal 
to Assistant Secretary Heath. 

The disappointment is all the more 
keen because semi-official assurances 
had been given at the time fhe bids 
were opened that Georgia marble 
would be used. Upon closer exam- 
jnation of the figures, however, offi- 
cials were confronted with the ob- 
jections outlined by Mr. Heath. —

New York City Gets 
Money. It Sought 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—(#)—The 
city of New York, richest of all cities 
but temporarily crimped because of 
lack of cash, again finds itself with 
abundant money on hand to spend 
freely for necessary expenses, but not 
for those that bankers call wasteful. 

Representatives of the city and of 
a Wall Street banking group signed 
a loan contract tonight, after an all- 
day session which climaxed, six weeks 
of intensive negotiation.

$151,000,000 into which the city can 
dip at any time to meet its current

Not a microbe, you 
understand, but a rudimentary wheat 
plant, including the embryo roots, 
stems, leaves and scutellum, the or- 
gan or gland which secretes the en- 
zyme or ferment-like substance essen- 
tial in the sprouting or germination 
This germ part is rich 
pin oil or fat, also in protein or nitro- 
genous material. And only recently 
we have learned that the germ of 
wheat is an excellent source of vita- 
min B and vitamin EB, a good source 
of vitamin-G, and a fair source of 
vitamin A. Chemically the germ part 
of wheat contains about 11 per cent 
-of fat, 25 to 30 per cent of protein 
and 50 per cent of carbohydrate. 


A fairly pure wheat germ product 
‘is obtained by crushing, clean wheat 
between corrugated steel rollers, then 
taking the coarsest granular “mid- 
dlings” and separating from them the 
bran and endosperm granules. That 
leaves the germ in its natural form, 
practically free from bran and endo- 
sperm. If this sounds difficult or com- 
plicated to the layman, it will seem 
simple enough to the miller.

Squeeze Them and Win

Squeeze plays are a utilization of 
the time factor in Bridge. Often they 
are the only means by which a con- 
tract can be made. Thus a knowledge 
of squeeze plays and situations, which 
may result in the forcing of the dis- 
card of winnjng cards by opponents, 
is an essential part of the equipment 
of a good Bridge player. 

The thrill of compelling an op- 
ponent to discard an apparently win- 
ning card is one of the greatest that 
comes in the play of a game. The 
hand below, played by Sam Fry Jr., 
of New York in a Duplicate game, 
illustrates a triple squeeze, through 
which both opponents were forced to 
discard and the Declarer enabled to 
take all the tricks—a contract which 
he had reached through rather am- 
bitious bidding. -

It includes the following points in 
the Hoover program: Broadening of 
the paper eligible to rediscount by 
the federal reserve in times. of 
emergency; relief to depositors of 
closed banks; and safeguarding of 
depositers in national banks. ; 

Creation of a liquidating corpora- 
tion within the federal reserve sys- 
tem to speed payments to depositors 
of closed national and state banks is 
provided. A sum of ,000, 
would be appropriated to care for 
liquidation of closed state banks, 


Tio place a curb on loans to brokers 
by member banks which rose to more 
than $6,000,000,000 during the stock 
market boom of 1929, the meas- 
ure provides that member banks may 
borrow from a federal reserve bank 
on a promissory note for a period 
not exceeding 15 days. Moreover, 
the promissory note must be secured 
by such paper as is eligible for re- 
discount or purchase by federal re- 
serve banks. 

A check also is provided against 
foreign loans by a federal reserve 
bank with a provision requiring that 
the bank first obtain the approval of 
the federal reserve board. a! 

As for making paper more eligible 
in times of emergency, Senator Glass 
explained it as follows: “We have 
provided that there may be formed 
groups of member banks in any fed- 
eral reserve district in time of emer- 
gency, which groups agree to endorse 
severally and unitedly its note secured 
by collateral not now eligible to re- 
discount by the federal reserve bank. 
This group may have access to the 
rediscounting facilities of the federal 
reserve system. 

To check the practice of chain or 
group .banking, the’ measure would 
prohibit the parent bank of the chain 
from voting for directors of the fed- 
eral ‘reserve bank.

GLENDORA, Miss., ‘Jan. 21.—() 
Fair skies and a marked drop in wide 
sections of the Mississippi delta’s 
200-mile wide flood today gave a 
brighter outlook to the long crisis 
of bursting levees in the section.

“That we have not received full 
benefit of the eighteenth amendment 
is not due to those who have obeyed 


the letter and spirit of the law, but 
to those who have not accepted the 
law as binding upon themselves and 
others and have opposed its enforce- 
ment,” Mrs. Boole said.’ 

Mrs. Boole said that while $9,416,- 
846 had been. expended for federal 
enforcement of the prohibition law, 
$4,138,211.11 had been returned tu 
the treasury in fines, penalties, sale 
of seizures for forfeitures, leaving the 
net cost of enforcement at $5,278.- 
634.89, or a cost of four and one-fifth 
cents for every man, woman and child 
in the United States.
